When Napoleon Made War. 


When Napoleon made war Ihere were no protracted 


peace overtures such as have been witnessed in Ihe prsenl con- 
flict between Turkey and Ihe Balkans, 
1 The French army al- 


ways crushed Ihe forces in ils path, slruck straight for the 
capital or for some city of greal importance, and Ihere dic- 
tated the terms of surrender. There was no program of give 
and lake, acted by diploma Is on neutral soil. The mailed list 
of Ihe commanding general caused the temporary cessation 
of hostilities, and bid Ihe artillery open again if the terms were 
rejected. 


II was by Ibis method that France gained her new prov- 


inces and her pledges of .war indemnities, Other l;uropean 
powers sought lo intervene "then as they do now, but'failing 
to do so .by diplomatic means, mobilized their armies as a 
threat of what they might do. And again Napoleon ignored 
the established procedure and struck first, making war on his 
own terms, as later he made peace with his latest enemies. 


Under such leadership the Balkan allies would have de- 


manded their concessions while Ihe guns were slill thundering, 
and would have pressed Ihe attack until Ihe Turks were forced 
to yield. They would have owed nothing lo Ihe powers not 
concerned in the conflict, and consequently would nave estab- 
lished their new frontiers as they saw til. 


,Yct Ihe modern method of ending a war, when il does so 


end it, is better than Ihe old, because il often prevents a need- 
less sacrifice of life, and obtains fairer terms for Ihe van- 
quished.., And in the last analysis, il is not the army that pays 
the liual loll ofwar, .but Ihe men and women who setlle liie 
war debt through their taxes.—Lowell Sun,
